Mr. Lauder’s Pianoforte Recital. 

Mr. W. 1 gave a pianoforte re- 
cital in the Palmer House ball-room last Fri- 
day evening, appearing for the first time in 
Chicago. Thé program embraced fifteen 
numbers, thirteen of which were for piano, 


solo, while two were for vocal. In character 
the instrumental selections were such as 
only a well-schooled pianist could venture 
to present, ali of them demanding 
executive powers of a 9 or- 
der. Liszt's transcription of eLer’s 
Der Freischütz“ overture was played in a 
manner which evidenced a good appreciation 
of orchestral effect as found in the original. 
In the familiar horn quartet near the open- 
ing the melody was brought out by means of 
a singing quality of tone which again was 
expressively employed for the sustained mel- 
ody of the clarionet in the allegro. Here the 
stormy murmur of the accompanying strings 
was exceliently imitated. The brilliant pas- 
sage work of the allegro afforded the player 
an opportunity to show his skili in double 
octaves. They were executed with great 
dash and bravura, though not always with 
rfect clearness. The second number was 
thoven’s great sonata in C minor, op. 3, 
a work of the utmost sublimity of conception, 
but which comparatively few pianists care to 
attempt on account of its extraordinary diffi- 
culty: Belonging among the most advanced 
creations of thoven’s third — as a 
sonata composer it is one in which his genius 
by the possibilities 
and the bound- 
sonata form, which 
he treats with the utmost freedom, substi- 
tuting an arietta with variations for orthodox 
form of the finale. In this sonata Mr. Lauder 
did some of his best work. It had plenty of 
strength and virility, well contrasted with 
delicately poetic touches when required. In 
the arietta the balance of tone was nicely 
reserved and the melody was made to sing 
elightfully. The eying variations were 
aiso well presented. In the great G minor 
organ fantasie and fugue by Bach, ar- 
ranged for the piano by Liszt, the 
same technical facility was displayed. Some 
what greater repose would, however, have 
been better adapted to its severe and massive 
grandeur. Rubinstein's transcription of a 
— of the third act of Wagners Wal- 
ure“ was a decided novelty, and one which 
could not but make a profoundimpression. It 
was een con amore, the motives of Wotan, 
Siegfried, Brunnhilde, the Fire, the Spear, 
Brunnhilde's Fault and her Slumber being 
each beautifully presented with a dis- 
tinct conception of theirimportance in the 
great drama in which they play so important 
apart. The whole interpretation was char- 
acterized by a sympathetic appreciation of 
the subject matter. Among his more impor- 
tant numbers may also be mentioned Hey- 
mann’s “Elfenspiel,”” which was poeticaily 
and delicately played; Liszt’s Venezia e Na- 
poli; Chopin’s Andante Spianto and Polo- 
naise; the Weber-Tausig Invitation to the 
Dance,’”’ and Balakirew’s Oriental fantasie 
Islamej.“ Miss Jeannette F. Russell of 
Boston was the vocalist, singing the polo- 
naise from “ Mignon” and two Schubert 
songs, the “ Barcarolle and“ Impatience.” 
She has a light voice of considerable fiexibil- 
ity, and though the quality of her tone was 
somewhat clouded by what may have been a 
touch of hoarseness, she sang with fair ap- 
preciation. :

August Göllerich has compiled a complete 
list (recently published in the Wiener Afusi- 
kalische Zeitung) of the compositions of the late 
Franz Liszt, wherein he enumerates no less than 
1,122 works as emanating from tbe n of the 
great pianist-composer. f that number 885 are 
original compositions, 264 are transcriptions of 
his own, and 442 transcriptions of works by other 
composers, the remainder being revised editions 
of other composers’ works. llerich, who, it 
may be added, is one of Liszt's latest pupils, has 
lately undertaken, in conjunction with August 
8 el, the performance on two pianofortes of 
the entire series (viz.: fourteen) of the sym- 
phonic poems of his master, in the course of 
three concerts given in the Austrian Capital. 
The experiment was entirely successful, the con- 
certs being well attended bya highly apprecia- 
tive audience. 

Last Monday evening the National opera 
company presented Rubinstein’s * Nero at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, performing it for the 
first time in America. The New York Tribune 
says: Onthe stage was presented a series of 
varied and sumptuous tableaux, full of color and 
vitality. For four hours these pictures were en- 
joyed, and, so far as they could made the repre- 
sentation a success and give the opera itself a 
certificate of merit, they did so. The reception 
of the opera was kindly but not strikingly enthu- 
siastic. Applause followed nearly all the scenes, 
but it did not seem to be called out by the music. 
which, indeed, is not calculated to win very 
warm favor for the work as a whole. The spec- 
tacular element was kept in the foreground and 
received the heartiest approval. It reached its 
hight in the last scenes of the second and third 
acts, the first a festival in a public place in 
Rome in the midst of which Nero, who has come 
upon the scene in a triumphal procession, stand- 
ing on the steps befere the temple of Evander 
prociaims himself to be God; the second pre- 
senting a picture of burning Rome. 


Edouard Houslick, in his essay on “ The 
Beautiful in Music,’ contents himself with 
Platen's saying: Beauty is the world’s secret.“ 
seeming to regard it as a primeval self-contained 
law not éasily explained, Dr. Richard Tannert 
defines it thus: All that we see, hear, and feel, 
our Whole world does not exist in itself, but 
alone through its effect and according to the im- 
— produced upon our senses and minds 
y things as they are in themselves and as we 
cannot grasp them. All the attributes of the 
world and of its separate parts are but forms of 
this effect. Andto these qualities beauty be- 
longs. Itis that form of effect that satisfies the 
inborn esthetic necessity of man, and of man 
alone, to find unity and harmony in many- 
sidedness and in the contrast of objects.“ e 
may thus observe that just here and from the 
very nature of beauty—its real soul—art is en- 
tirely dependent upon the impression produced 
and subject to the same. And therefore the 
separate acknowledged laws and forms of art 
must have been developed selely with a view to 
their effect, and not, as it appears to be be- 
lieved, for their own sakes. On the field 
of tone art the rules of harmony, for exampl 
arose from a consideration of the effect call 
forth in the hearer by the sounding together of 
related tones; the form of the fugue from a con- 
sideration of the effect produced by entire free- 
dom combined with decided circumscrigtion in 
the range of the different voices; the structure of 
the sonata from a regard to the effect produced 
by the contrast between the union of vigorous, 
manly themes with gentler ones of a feminine 
character. The consideration of effect thus ap- 
ars as @ categorical and imperative essential 
in music.—Musical Items.

The Boom in Real Estate—Trying to Se- 
cure an Estate for an Idiot. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 19.— [Special.] 
— California is flooded with tourists from the 
East, and every hamlet from Los Angeles to 
the northern boundary of the State is frantic- 
ally endeavoring to get up a boom in real 
estate. All the local 23 are shouting, 
“The boom has come.“ This means that 
visitors from New York and Boston who 
have been sharp enough to make fort- 
unes in those cities have become 
stricken with softening of the brain 
on reaching the Pacific coast, and can be 
induced to purchase sterile sand lots at the 
pores heretofore paid for silver mines.

Angeles $500. The sand-lot boom is coming, 
however, and the sharpest stock-brokers are 
putting their money in building lots.

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MOB VIOLENCE WITH DIFFICULTY SUP 
PRESSED BY SOLDIERS. 


An Exciting Spectacle Near the City of 
Mexico—Horses Torn to Pieces by Infu- 
riated Animals—The Vast Crowd in the 
Amphitheatre Become Indignant and 
Hurl Chairs into the Arena, Creating 


Excitement Among the Spectators. 


Sr. Lovts, Mo., March 17.—A dispatch has 
been received by the Globe Democrat from the 
City of Mexico giving a report of a bull-fight 
yesterday in the Plaza de San Rafael, near 
that city, under the auspices of the Puebla 
Plaza Company, this being the Spanish cham- 
pion buli-fighter’s last appearance in the 
Mexican Republic. Before the close of the 
fight wild excitement prevailed among the 
spectators and thé arena was for a time filled 
with a howling mob. The ‘soldiers were 
called in, but their presence hightened the 
excitement for a time, and chairs and other 
missiles were hurled down on the troops. 
Many arrests occurred and efforts were made 
to release the prisoners. After a time the 
great amphitheatre was cieared and the im- 


mense crowd slowly separated. 


Long before 2 o’clock évery avenue leading 
to the plaza was thronged with carriages. 
The Grande Pazeo de la Refarma, the Av- 
enida Juarez, and the business streets were 
filed with crowded street-cars and hacks 
and eager pédestrians, all moving towards 
the plaza. Around the plaza for blocks were 
stationed armed Federal troops afoot and on 
horseback, with loaded Remingtons strapped 
on their backs or bayoneted rifles in their 
Around each entrance was circled a 
cordon of Federal troops with drawn bayo- 
nets, and the mounted soldiers were hurry- 
ing hither and thither trying to keep the av- 
enue open. The amphitheatre was crowded 
to its utmost capacity with the spectators, 
including the best classes of the metropolis.

Such volunteer force shall per- 
fect themselves in the use of arms and such mili- 
— maneuvres as will render them efficient in 
assisting the regular police force in suppressing 
riots, disturbances, or any other unlawful act or 
acts. This auxiliary force may be named and desig- 
nated as the board may see fit. When called out 
for service and while in active service they shall 
have all the power and authority of members of 
the regular police force. 


ST. LOUIS MONOPOLIES. 


Negotiations for Control of the Gas Busi- 
ness—The Bridge and Terminal Company. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., March 19.—[Special.}]—The 

Philadelphia syndicate has not relinquished 
hope of securing control of the St. Louis Gas 
Company, and negotiations to accomplish this 
end have begun again. The St. Louis monop- 
olies pay such rich revenue that holders will 
not part with their stock except at top fig- 
ures, and it was this action of the stock- 
holders that broke off negotiations several 
months ago. Itis said the Philadelphians 
are prepared to make a better offer now. 

The Bridge and Terminal Company have 
pushed their terminal franchise bill through 
the Council, and as passed it practically 
confers ail the benefits they requested. 
The bill is now pending before the House, 
the lower branch of the municipal Govern- 
ment. It is anticipated that a warm fight 
will be inaugurated on the bill when it comes 
up for discussion. 

The real-estate speculation fever which is 
raging in a half-dozen Western towns has 
even reached here, and during the last week 
suburban property has taken a jump sky- 
ward. Business property is in good demand 
at top figures for St. Louis, which is about 
oné-half the Chicago rate. About $2,000 a 
foot is the figure asked for the most desirable 
business property in the city. The Granite 
Mountain mine millionaires are erecting cost- 
ly residences in the West End, and this is 
not without its effect on surrounding prop- 


. erty. 
Railroad legislation has reached a critical 


stage at Jefferson City—especially critical 
for the railroads. Only one more day of the 
session remains, and the Moulton substitute 
bill, which passed the House and is now 
pending in the Senate, is considered by the 
railroads a measure that will wipe out all 
profits and probably destroy them before it 
can be repealed. The railroad opinion is not 
shared by the shippers and the people who 
have been riminated against, and a big 
effort will be made to push the bill through 
before the adjournment takes place.

SENOR SEVILLA’S MILLIONS. 


Part of Them Left to New York Charities— 
Peculiar Habits of the Rich Peruvian. 

New Lonk, March 18.—The friends of José 
Sevilla, who died at Lima, Peru, in December 
last, leaving an estate valued at over $4,000,- 
000, are anxiously awaiting advices from that 
country as to the disposition of his property. 
The rich South American had a mania for 
making wills, and the disposition of the vast 
estate, most of which is personalty, depends 
entirely upon what document was last signed 
and is valid in its execution. 

According to a will sent to the State De- 
partment at Washington, it is reported the 
sum of $500,000 is set apart for the mainte- 
nance in this city of a home for r children 
between 5 and 6 years old. . Grace, 
August Belmont, W. H. Osborn, José M. 
Mutroy, Henry Budge, and J. Ramon Cestero 
are named as trustees, with. some reputable 
bank President to be hereafter chosen. The 
municipality is also asked to exercise a care 
over the institution. 

Sevilla was in some respects a curious char- 
acter. He was a Peruvian by birth, with 
some Indian blood in his veins. Asa young 
man he was poor and earned a living as a 
sailor, coasting along the western shore of 
South America. He became a Captain and 
made money. Then he dabbled in slave-trad- 
ing, aud having gained the foundation of a 
fortune came to New Yorkawith ready money 
and proceeded to buy stocks. The stocks 
jwnped upward and the Peruvian came out 
8 ahead of his expectations. Three times 
he did this, reaching the city on each occa- 
aion at a time of financial panic and when 
stocks were low and buying largely. In hab- 
its Sevilla was economical. He lived on ab- 
surdly little money and spent almost nothin 
for pleasure. He was very distrustful an 
only put faith in people who had given proofs 
of the firmest integrity and after much in- 
quiry as to reputation. When he was Minis- 
ter of Finance in Peru and connected with 
banking business there he came to this city 
to make arrangements about bank notes. 
Going to one of the firms best known at that 
time he made them seal up all the dies and 
materials used in making and printing the 
notes..

He was not a philanthropist when living, 
but looked forward to haying the results of 
his labors spent in that way after his death. 
He would often talk of charitable schemes 
with friends in this city, and was constantly 
making inquiry as to men who would be 
honest trustees of the funds set aside for such 
purpose. In choosing the trustees to look 
after the proposed asylum 1n this city he con- 
sulted several friends in New York as to who 
would. be the best for the position. In his 
wills he would try in every manner to have 
his property tied up in such a manner that it 
would be several years after his death before 
it could be touched.

knowledge of his business. Beginning as @ 
day laborer he is now managing a business 
the sales of which amount to a million dollars 
a year, and has acquired a competence by 
his own unaided efforts.

THE QUEEN'S JUBILEE IN INDIA. 

The people of India took time by the fore- 
lock and celebrated the fiftieth aniversary 
of the accession of Queen Victoria to the 
throne the 16th of last month. The cele- 
bration was apparently managed by the En- 
glish residents and was an imposing affair. 
There were firings of salutes, processions, 
reviews, balls, fireworks, illuminations, and 
a succession of those brilliant pageants which 
have such an effect upon Orientals. Besides 
the displays, 25,000 prisoners were liberated ; 
the Government paid numerous debts and re- 
mitted large arrears of land revenue; 18,000 


children were feasted at Bombay ; the corner- 


stones of a library at Indore, a college at 
Gwalior, a dispensary at Rewah, and a 
woman’s hospital at Ulwar were laid, and 
new water-works were begun at Bhopal. 
Titles as well as pageants are dear to the 
Orientals, and Lord Dufferin, recognizing 
this amiable weakness, instituted two new 
prefixes, high sounding in style, that of 
Mahamahopadyaye“ for Hindoos and 
“Shamsululama for Mohammedans, which 
are to be awarded, together with a 
gift of honor, to those who attain 
to eminence in learning and philoso- 
phy. A writer in the Toronto Wek, de- 
scribing all these ceremonies, says: Trade 
has increased from £21,000,000 in the year of 
the Queen’s accession to £156,000,000 in the 
year 1885-86. No less than 13,000 miles of 
railroad are now open. Public works abound. 
Education has marvelously spread.“ 

This is one side of the picture. On the 
other side it is to be taken into account that 
all of this lavish display was necessary to 
strengthen the loyalty of the people of india. 
How far they will accomplish it no one can 
say. The ceremonies were confined to the 
larger cities. The millions:of people in that 
vast region, embracing the widest diversity 
of intelligence and condition, had no oppor- 
tunity to be impressed by it. Apparently 
nothing has been done to lighten their bur- 
dens. The majority of them are living sub- 
stantially the lives of slaves. Their labor is 
Squeezed to the utermost farthing to keep 
up the ceremony of State, which must 
needs be imposing. Great inundations 
yearly sweep over their fiei@s aud 
destroy their crops. The famine years make 
terrible havoc among them. Intolerable 
taxes are imposed upon them to pay the ex- 
penses of a swarm of officials holding Gov- 
ernment sinecures, The land is stripped of 
its sustenance to supply the insatiate maw of 
these tax-eaters. The official class doubtless 
makes an imposing display, and it may have 
some effect upon the people of the cities, but 
no thought is given to the wretched plight of 
the toilers who drag through their miserable 
lives, like beasts of burden, helping to aup- 
ply the revenues upon which all this show 
must be kept up. The laying of a few cor- 
ner-stones and the granting of high-sound- 
ing titles make little compensation for all 
this suffering. What grander reform could 


England have made to commemorate the 


jubilee than to drive out the army of titled 
and decorated tax-eaters and to have based 
its Government upon economical business 
principles and to have abolished its old-time 
habit of making India the dumping-ground 
of incompetency and surplus aristocracy and 
a retreat for those who wish to live without 
work? England has done much for India in 
some directions, and particularly in those di- 
rections sure to redound to her profit, but 
what has she done to elevate and ameliorate 
the condition of its people or to remove the 
heavy burdens under which they are groan- 


ing? 


THE CAUSES OF SOCIALISM. 

The origin and causes of Socialism must 
be traced back to its root in Germany. In 
crowded old Europe, with six times our popu- 
lation on no greater area, and as yet not fair- 
ly emerged from feudal conditions, most of 
the land still remains in the possession of the 
nobility and aristocratic estate owners. The 
majority of the people are only tenants, with 
no hope of changing that condition in some 
countries, and with no immediate possibility 
that they can own the land they cultivate. 
Wages are very low in the cities; the number 
of laborers far exceeds the demand; the 
closest and most pinching economy barely 
subsists them; taxes on the necessaries of 
life are high ; intemperance is very prevalent; 
discontent with their condition and sur- 
roundings is a natural sequence. There is no 
chance, or only a remote one, that they can 
ameliorate their methods of existence. 

It was the recognition of this unhappy 
condition of things that led Karl Marx, 
Lassalle, and others of the founders of 
so-called Socialism to work out an idea based 
upon what they saw about them. Assuming 
the hopelesness of improvement in the con- 
dition of the proletariat, they thought the 
paternalistic system of treating men as chil- 
dren to be fed, washed, and spanked would 
be preferable. It was in keeping with all 
the environments. The Government of Ger- 
many is a paternalistic despotism. Its 
hereditary Emperor is regarded as the 
“father” of his subjects. The religion of 
the Empire is managed by a State Church, 
and the Government administers many of 
the large monopolies. The same state of 
things exists among the Slavic tribes of 
Europe in a still more intensified form and 
with more despotic circumstances. Itis more 
than a reminiscence of Cwsarism. Hence, 
argued the Socialistic propagandist, “ Why 
not let the State take possession of the peo- 
ple also and managethem as children, cutting 
off what few political privileges and responsi- 
bilities they have, and melting them all down 
into one Common conglomeration, one indis- 
tinguishable from the other, surrendering 
all personal liberty, abandoning all individ- 
ual ambition, accepting from the State a 
place to sleep, something to wear, and some- 
thing to eat, for which they would. return 
their modicum of dull, sodden labor day 
after day until the end of an animal life, 
when the State would dig a hole and bury 
them!“ 

This passive and well-nigh petrified state of 
existence has been accepted by the Socialistic 
masses as preferable t a manful effort 
for self-support. They have accepted it 
without question. The rising generations 
are taught it from infancy. As trouble comes 
upon them, and as they are crowded hard 
in the struggle for existence, they cherish 
their ideal of social slavery still more closely, 
and become stronger adherents thereof than 
ever. They are willing to abandon every- 
thing that distinguishes the freeman from 
the slave, on condition of being fed and 
clad and left as free of care as horses and 
asses the rest of their lives, and they are as 
eager to reach that happy, passive condition 
as the Buddhists are to sink into Nirvana. 

With this inane, nerveless ideal in their 
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For two centuries and a half Americans have 
been born and brought up to believe in per- 
sonal liberty, individual rights, manful in- 
dustry, and active competition with their 
neighbors for the rewards of labor. All this 
develops skill, incites invention, grouses am- 
bition, and helps to achieve success. Amer 
ican life isa healthy, robust, and inspiring 
push forward which produces physical and 
mental athletes, and which no man abandons 
unless misfortune overtakes him and compels 
him to drop out of the ranks, when he retires 
in good order, gun in hand and knapsack on 
back, to some sheltering asylum provided by 
his fellows. This system the infantile So- 
cialists, who want the State to feed them 
with a spoon, can not or will not understand ; 
and, with utter disregard for American hos- 
pitality, habits, and methods, they pro- 
pose to force their Socialistio pauper sys 
tem upon our people. If not accepted 
freely then it is to be inaucurated with the 
bomb and torch. This is the Socialistic idea, 
based upon conditions which do not exist 
here and resting on relations which are in 
every way antagonistic to American ideas. 
As the people of this country will not sur- 
render their liberty there can be but one re- 
sult to the conspiracy against them which is 
now plotted by Socialists. It mustand will 
be stamped out. ä 


THE PLOT AGAINST THE CZAR. 

The last attempt against the life of the 
Czar has failed and a new series of cruel re- 
venges has already been instituted, not only 
against those immediately concerned in the 
pilot, but also against all those who are sup- 
posed to sympathize with it. Russian cru- 
elty will be strained to its utmost to devise 
fresh tortures, as has already been shown by 
the flogging of a young girl into insensibility 
who had been guilty of no other cffense than 
keeping company with a student who was 
a member of a secret organization. 

As in the past, however, the resumption of 
persecution will only strengthen the Nihilists 
and increase their numbers. They are never 
more active than when the Government is 
killing, flogging, or sending them into the un- 
derground horrors of Siberia. The doom of 
the Czar is just as certain notwithstanding 
the failure of this plot. Violence has marked 
the beginning or close of every reign in Rus- 
sia for more than a century. The Czar’s 
father was killed six years ago in the same 
month that the unsuccessful attack was made 
upon the son, and the same reasons which 
lea to the dreadful murder of Alexander II. 
urged on the would-be assasins in their re- 
cent attempt. So longas the Czar adheres 
to his present policy he knows that he may 
be called upon any moment to pay the price 
of death, and fighting the terrorism will do 
no good. The supply of murderers will be 
inexhaustible so long as he clings to the doc- 
trine of autocratic despotism, which is 80 
odious te the people of Russia in these days 
of advancing civilization. It is within his 
power at any time to avert his doom by 
changing his Government to the form of a 
constitutional monarchy. Until that is done 
he will remain a prisoner in his palace, ex- 
pecting every day the footsteps of approach- 
ing doom. This is the price which he pays 
for the privilege of being a despot—a life of 
constant alarms, even in the seclusion of his 
palaces, and the knowledge that he cannot 
stir abroad without the danger of death at 
the hands of the conspirators lurking along 
his pathway. When he pays the penalty will 
his successor be any wiser and remove the 
yoke of despotism from his people! 


THE USES OF LITERATURE. 

John Morley, one of the numerous En- 
glish men of letters engaged in practical poli- 
tics, though he shrewdly characterizes poli- 
tics as a field of action where the choice lies 
between two blunders, recently addressed 
the students of the London Society for the 
Extension of University Teaching on the 
subject of The Study of Literature.” His 
address might be aptly styled, “How to 
Read and What to Read,“ and upon this sub- 
ject no one will challenge Mr. Morley’s au- 
thority to speak. 

At the very outset of hisaddress Mr. Mor- 
ley recognized the growing claims of practi- 
cal and manual education and combated the 
idea that the pursuit of literature need neces- 
sarily conflict with it. From his standpoint 
it was possible to bring all the ideas of 
beauty and simplicity and of cultivation of 
the mind within the reach of those who do 
the drudgery and the hard work of the 
world “ without in the least. degree impair- 
ing the skill of our handicraftsmen or the 
manliness of life, without blunting or numb- 
ing the practical energies.’’ How far it would 
affect the highest. form of practical energy, 
that of governing the country, Mr. Morley 
significantly illustrated by showing that in 
the present Government of England there 
were six persons perfectly capable of earn- 
ing their bread as men of letters, and that 
the Chairmen of many important Parlia- 
mentary committees were men of study, 
thought, and literature. 

Mr. Morley bases his motives for seeking 
education on.a very high plane. They are, 

first, to obtain greater knowledge for bread- 
winning purposes, which would necessitate 
the study of science; second, to fit a man for 
the political work and life of the day, which 
would inelade political economy and history: 
third, to brighten life and kindle thought, 
which includes litapature; and, fourth, to ap- 
ply knowledge to business, which includes 
scientific, technical, and commercial educa- 
tion. Returning to his main theme of litera- 
ture, he combated the idea that the active, 
practical man of business or the handicrafte- 


man has not the time to acquire a knowledge 


of literature, and on this point he says with 
great force: 


Now I frankly admit that the habit and power 
of reading with refiection, comprehension, and 
memory all alert and awake does not come at 
once to the natural man any more than many 
other sovereign virtues. What I do submit to 
you and press upon you with great earnestness is 
that it requires no preterhuman force of will in 
man or woman—unless household circumstances 
are unusually unfavorable—to get at least halt 
an hour out of a solid busy Gay for ana dis- 
interested reading. Now, in half an hour I fancy 
you can read fifteen or twenty p of Burke, or 
you can read one of Wordsworth s masterpieces | 
—sny. the lines on Tintern; or more than half— 
if a scholar, in the original, and if not. in a trans- 
lation, of a book of the Ilad or the Aineid. I 
am not filling the half hour too full; try for your- 
selves what you can read in half an hour. Then 
multiply the half hour by 365, and consider what 
treasures you might have laid by at the end of 
the year; and what happiness, fortitude, and 
wisdom they would have given you for a lifetime. 

In our own country two typical Americans— 
the one a practical man in statecraft, the 
other a practical man in the pulpit—Daniel 
Webster and Henry Ward Beecher, were 
prominent illustrations of this. It is not so 
difficult a matter as it seems. It is purely a 
question of habit. The results which Elihu 
Burritt achieved with his small economies of 
time at his anvil and forge illustrate it still 
further. It only needs the disposition to 
make the practice a success, Having en- 
forced the necessity, Mr. Morley goes on to 
show the best methods of pursuing literature. 
One of these is to make abstracts and sum- 
maries, which, of course, can apply only to 
readers who have leisure. Another is that 
most books worth reading once are worth 
reading twice, and that the masterpieces of 
literature are worth reading a thousand 
‘times, because they should be made part of 
the daily life. Another is that of keeping a 
commonplace book of everything that seems 
to lead anywhere. There are those who will 


rejoice that so eminent a critic and judge of 
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and I think that this ise amount would lea 
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We have not the space to follow Mr. Morley 
throughout his entire address, but these are 
the substantial points of it. Perhaps one of 
the best illustrations of the point which he 
seeks to make—that literature and tical 
life can go together—is furnished by his own 
career. He is preéminently a man of letters, 
and no living essayist is read with more 
care and respect than he, and yet his literary 
tastes and inclinations have not prevented 
him from becoming a power in the practical 
politics of England. In this country—where 
literature is yet young and in a formative 
condition, and where at present there is a 
wise and strenuous effort in the direction of 
technical and manual training, so as to fit 
young men for the active work of hfe and 
enable them to hold their own in the 
struggle—his wise words are worth consider- 
ing. May not “sweetness and light“ go 
hand in hand with practical education! Why 
should not the handicraftsman, along with 
his strength, skill, inventive genius, and 
practicality, combine the higher faculty 
which cultivates the sympathies, kindles the 
imagination, arouses thoughts, and brightens 
life? 


THE LOWELL FIASCO REVIVED. 

The Boston literary correspondent of the 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican says: 

It is not clear at first sight why Chicago, that 
capital of pork and sausages, should take up the 
cause of Richard III. so warmiy. Her journalists 
bristle up about Mr. Lowell's intimation that 
Shakspeare did not write that play (which con- 
veys the information that most people have 
of that crooked tyrant), and a newspaper con- 
troversy is sta that may last as long as that 
concerning the Beecher trial, which also is still 
agitatin e Chicago mind. Can it be that Rich- 
ard of Gloucester, one of whose heraldic sup- 
porters was a pig or wild boar, is looked upon as 
a sort of patron of Chicago? 


Neither is it clear at first sight why Boston, 
that capital of beans and codfish, should 
imagine that Chicago has any interest in the 
cause of Richard III. If the Bostonians will 
reverse the case they may understand it, per- 
haps. Suppose that Prof. Swing, for instance, 
had been invited by a prominent Boston club 
to partake of its hospitality and deliver a 
lecture on culture, and had consented to do 
so. Suppose, further, that at the appointed 
time Prof. Swing had appeared before as fine 
an audience as Boston could muster and 
without any warning had precipitated a 
lecture on pork and sausage instead of cult- 
ure. It would have been no greater breach 
of decorum and propriety than that of which 
Mr. Lowell was guilty. All Boston would 
have been mad. Chicago cares very little 
about the Shakspearean controversy, but it 
does care a good deal about the imposition 
practiced by Mr. Lowell, whether it were the 
result of his own indifference or of injudicious 
counsel from those whose tender of advice 
was purely gratuitous. 

From the Shakspeare side of the contro- 
versy, if Chicago were at all interested in it 
she would not look to Boston as an authority. 
It is not long since that Mr. Head of this 
city produced a little brochure on the 
causes of the 
fortifying his argument with suppositi- 
tious letters from Shakspeare’s contem- 
poraries, alleged to have been obtained 
from the British Museum. The persiflage of 
the paper was apparent upon the surface, 
and yet the Literary World, the organ of Bos- 
ton culture, gravely swallowed this all at a 
gulp and complimented Mr. Head upon the 
new light. he had shed upon Shakspeare 
and his environments! In addition to this, 
the Secretary of the leading literary club of 
Boston has written Mr. Head to express to 
him the gratitude of the literati of the Hub 
for his invaluable contribution to their knowl- 
edge of the Bard! Chicago may be pardoned 
if she looks with suspicion on anything Bos- 
ton has to say about Shakspeare. With such 
acapacity for gullibility we would rather 
trust Donnelly and his cipher than the most 
erudite of them all. In any event, their lect- 
urers should choose any other subject than 
Shakspeare, particularily when they propose 
to use it as a makeshift. This driving city of 
the Rowdy West“ may be addicted to the 
only relish which can make Boston beans 
less palatable than the east winds, but it is 
not in the habit of swallowing at a gulp such 
a baitas that of Mr. Head’s, hook, sinker, 
bob, line, and all.

TRERE can be no doubt as to the duty of 
the County Board in the matter of retrench- 
ment of expenses. Nearly seven months of 
the fiscal year have now elapsed and yet the 
old high salaries are maintained, the same 
number of employés are on the pay-roll, and 
the extravagance goes on as usual. Eight 
members of the board are in favor of the big 
bills and the large pay-rolls. The seven in 
opposition are powerless. The majority 
seem intent on fastening an extravagant rec- 
ord on the minority. They insist on keeping 
the present number of employés at the 
old salaries. It is probable that half the 
number would suffice. At the County Hospi- 
tal there are two employés to every patient, 
and at the Poorhouse there are three servi- 
tors to every eight paupers. It is proba- 
ble that the patients and paupers would 
be content te dispense with the services of 
the supernumeraries. It is possible, too, that 
some of the young gentlemen who are now 
being paid double what they have received 
at any time for previous service would con- 
sent to moderate reductions in their salaries. 
In the practically bankrupt state of the 
county retrenchment is absolutely necessary 
unless the county institutions are to be ab- 
solutely closed up. Unless Mr. Nelson and 
Mr. Aldrich are sustained in their views the. 
whole list of county employés will have to go 
on short rations for a longtime, the county 
credit will suffer, and the public service will 
deteriorate. A little moderation in the shape 
of retrenchment will save a world of trouble. 


A BILL has been introduced in the New 
York Senate by which it is proposed te regu- 
ulate the inspection and grading of grain in

inspection cannot be instituted, but the fro- 
posed legislation aims to control to an im- 
portant extent the conduct of the business by 
those who shall act for commercial bodies 
within its jurisdiction.

IE BOODLEES ARE IN DESPAIR. 
The Indictments Already Found to Be Fol- 
lowed by Others—The Law in the Case. 
At last the boodlers are in the toils of the 
law. The indictment of the two wardens, 
the hospital engineer, and two persons of 
lesser note is, of course, but preliminary to 
more important developments as the result 
of the grand jury investigation. The parties 
indicted Tuesday could not have been the 


greatest offenders against the law and the | 


public welfare. They could only have been 


the tools of 
were subordinates—employés. They could 
not have robbed the county as charged in the 
indictment without the connivance of their 
superiors- those who appointed them—the 
boodle Commissioners. It requires no argu- 
ment to settle that point. That indictments 
will be returned inst the boodle Commis- 
sioners is not doubted in the least. There 
seems to be a superabundance of evidence 


against them. With the exception of Frey, 


Pick, the crockery man, and Clybourn, the 
vel-road contractor, none of the witnesses 
eemed important by the public have yet 
been examined. Such evidence as has been 
adduced was deemed sufficient to tind a triple 
indictment ust MeGarigle and a double 
one against Varnell. Nic Schneider has not 
— been examined. nor Phil Kelly. The al- 
eged squealer among the ex-Commissioners 
has not n put on the stand. The indict- 
ments have been returned on the very thresh- 
old of the investigation. 

It has been thus early made apparent to the 
boodlers that the way of the tran ris 
hard.

The statute under which MeGarigle, Var- 


nell, McDonaid, Connolly, and Driscoll have 


been indicted fixes the maximum penalty for 
the offense at three years. It runs 
as follows: 

If any two or more persons conspire and 


agree 
together. with the fraudulent or malicious intent 


wrong@ully and wickedly to injure the person, 
character, business or property of another, or to 
obtain moneyor other property by false pre- 
tenses, or to any illegal act injurious to the 
public trade, health, morals, police or adminis- 
tration of public justice, or to prevent competi- 
tion in the letting of any contract by the State, 
or the authorities of any county, city, town, or 
village, or to induce any person not to enter into 
such competition, or to commit any felony, they 
shall be deemed guilty of a conspiracy; and every 
such offender. and every person cenvicted of con- 
spiracy at common law, li be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary not ex three years, or 
fined not exceeding $1,000. 

This is sufficiently comprehensive. It fits 
the case of the indicted parties doubtless, or 
the bills would not have been found. In the 
case of the Commissioners the charge will 
probably be much broader. The 208th sec- 
tion of the Criminal Code, which Tue Tris- 
UNE quoted some time for the benefit of 
the boodlers, will doubtless fit the casefof the 
Commissioners where not covered by the 
Conspiracy law. The section referred to is 
as follows:

In the meantime the House passed a reso- 
lution directing Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms 
Carr to proceed at once to Tegener’s court

HOLDS FIRM.

Prospect that the Hight of the Water Will 
Be Greatly Increased During the Night 
—Rescuing Parties Start Out in Search 
of Settlers Who Had Taken Refuge 
Upon the Roofs of Their Houses—Fears 
that Some of Them May Be Lost. 


Bisuaxck, Dak., March 19.—[Special.]—The 
flood in the Missouri River is still at its hight, 
and there is much alarm concerning the fate 
of settlers along the banks. The gorge at 
Sibley Isiand is unchanged, and the explo- 
sions of dynamite every ten minutes yester- 
day failed to move it. The gorge consists of 
six miles of solid ice driven to the bottom of 
the river and piled toa hight of thirty feet 
above the surface. Many of the settlers on 
the low lands have been for over twenty- 
four hours surrounded’ by water from 
five to fifteen feet deep, and 
as far as can be seen through 
field-glasses they are perched upon the roofs 
of their houses or upon the limbs of trees. A 
pitiful scene was that of last night, A dim 
light could be seen swinging in the distance. 
It was a lantern in the hands of some settler 
who was giving the signal of distress. Nu- 
merous attempts ware made in the city to or- 
ganize relief parties, but no boats could be 
secured which were considered strong 
enough to carry rescuers over the rough 
waters which flow over the newly- 
made river-bed at the rate of ten 
miles an hour. The light was about 
two miles from shore and continued to swing 
at short intervals until it was made invisible 
by the lightofday. There are many poor 
families living on the low lands along the 
stream, and many of them must be suffering 
the pangs of hunger. 

At an early hour this morning three rescu- 
ing parties were organized and started out 
in frail yawls to bring in some of the dis- 
tressed. The boats were watched through 
they passed out of 
sight, and to the horror of all 
a suow-storm set in after they had 
gone beyond recall. The storm was soon 
transformed into a blinding blizzard. and for 
over four hours travel on land has been al- 
most impossible. With the blizzard, a raging 
current, and floating ice to contend with; it 
was thought the small yawls which bore the 
rescuers would be like chaff in a cyclone, 
and all was excitement over the prospective 
fate of the brave men who started out in 
search of the distressed settlers. 

One of the rescuing parties returned tothe 
city this afternoon bringing in three settlers 
whom they found on the top of a shock. For- 
tunately they started for shore and got 
their bearings before the blizzard set in, and 
after a desperate fight of two hours with 
storm and water reached the city. The other 
two rescuing parties left them and penetrat- 
ed the timber to bring out two families that 
were said to be suffering. 

The two other rescuing parties returned to 
the city late tonight, bringing with them 
seven persons whom they found in the midst 
of the flood. One of the party was a woman, 
and when found she was in the limb of a 
high tree almost dead with cold and sobbing 
bitterly over the supposed loss of her hus- 
band. The returntrip to the city was a 
miraculous feat, and but for the desperation 
of the rescuers, with whom it was a case of 
life or death, could not have been accom- 
plished. The blizzard, so far as blinding 
snow and terrific winds, has not been sur- 
passed during the entire winter, and it is al- 
most impossible for pedestrians to walk 
against the wind. The rescued people have 
— placed under doctors’ care, and will be 
saved. 

The water keeps up to the high-water 
mark of 1881, and the worstisto come. The 
rise of thirty feet which left Fort Buford 
Thursday night will reach here some time 
tonight, and the Lord only knows what it 
willdo. The gorge at Sibley’s being firm, 
the only alternative is for the river to spread 
itself out over the low lands and cut new 
channels right and left. With thirty feet of 
water added to the present stage here a flow- 
ing sea miles in width will be formed.

The round-houses and machine-shops of the 
Northern Pacifie Railway at Mandan are sub- 
merged; and water flows overall the side- 
walks. The inhabitants have moved on the 
hill back of the town, and when the water 
from the upper river arrives many of the 
houses will be swept away. 

The condition at the river landing here is 
unchanged. All the boarding-houses and the 
residences of the laborers built at the foot of 
the high embankment are under water, and 
nothing but their roofs are to be seen. But 
one family were left there last night and 
— were on the flat roof of their shanty 
with trunks and children in a pitiable heap. 
The Northern Pacific trestle, seventy-flve 
feet in hight, is partially wrecked, and any 
attempt to repair jit now would be folly, as 
the flow of ice which will arrive tonight may 
sweep it entirely away. The trestle is one 
of the highest and longest in the country, 
and, should it be totally wrecked, it will be 
many weeks before trains can cross. 
All mail routes are blocked by the 
water, the Fort Yates coach having been 
compelled to return this e going 
three miles. As au evidence of how rapidl 
the small streams are swelling, Apple 
is an insignificant rivulet about fifteen feet 
in width; it is now over amile and a half in 
width. This morning, when the coach 
crossed the end of a neck of the stream, it 
passed through water six inches deep, con- 
tinuing but half a mile in its course and dis- 
covering that tne valley beyond was a perfect 
sea, the driver wheeled about and found 
that at the point where he had 
crossed the water was four feet deep 
and he was compelled to drive a mile to get 
around the neck of water, which five min- 
utes before was only six inches deep. The 
sudden flood was occasioned by a surge from 


the Missouri, and in this way every creek | 


and rivulet which flows into the river north 
of the gorge has been increased to the pro- 
portion of a gigantic river. 

Bismarck is filling up with people who 
come in on the west-bound passenger-trains 
and are compelled to wait here for the water 
to recede. enty-four coaches of travelers 
are now blocked here, and the vumber will 
be increased by a train a day until it is possi- 
ble to cross the river. 

The most sensational report is that which 
came around by way of Ogden, to the effect 
that Superintendent Graham of the Northern 
Pacific has been drowned. He was Superin- 
tendent of this division, and his friends in 
this city are wild over the report, He was 
caught on the west side of the river in His 
pay-car Friday morning and was prevented 
from returning to Bismarck by the water, 
which in two days has been pouring over the 
track west of the river at a depth of over 
four feet. Although Mandan is but six miles 
from here it is impossible to learn the partic- 
ulars. The report is that while making an 
effort to save the railroad property in 
Mandan he was drowned. His wife, who 
lives at Jamestown, is frantic with grief and 
excitement, but the floods have cut off all 
communication with Mandan, and she with 
all others is ignorant of the facts. 

At 6 o’clock the water began rising rapidly 
again, and it is believed that the first swell of 
the great Buford rise has arrived. 
ord reached here tonight that a whole 
family has probably perished or is still held 
captive at a point twenty miles above here. 
Parties at Painted Woods have been tele- 
phoned to go to the rescue. It is getting 
colder.

GENERAL POLITICS. 


One of Tommy Morgan's Big Fibs. 
Tommy Morgan, the arch-Socialist of Cook 
County, given to us by the generous “ mother 
country,“ in a harangue delivered to his dupes 
Thursday night, said that in the northwest- 


ern part of Chicago 82,000 people lived on 350 
square acres of land.“ This, to begin with, 
is utterly untrue. The northwestern section 
of Chicago is the Fourteenth Ward. Its 
area is fully 3,000 acres in ex- 
tent. The population is about 95,000 
not 82,000. An acre of land can be divided 
into ten lots of about 20 feet front and 125 
feet in depth, after making provision for 
streets and alleys. The 3,000 acres of the 
Fourteenth Ward would therefore permit of 
the erection thereon of 30,000 dwellings. 
Those would amply accommodate not 95,000 
people but fully 200,000 or perhaps 250,000, for 
many of the dwellings would doubtless be 
two and three stories high. If there is any 
crowding in any portion of the northwest 
section, it is in what are called the 
8 where recently- arrived immigrants 
rom continental Europe huddle together de- 
spite the ordinances of the city and the san- 
i regulations. There is no necessity for 
this huddiing. The denizens of the patches 
are amply able to provide commodious and 
healthy accommodations, butin their 

for gain, in their desire to accumulate rapidiy, 
and following the burrowing and crowding 
habits of their native countries, three 
or four families often occupy the space which 
would scarcely be sufficient for one. 
The Health Department has vainly tried to 
introduce better practices among the inhabi- 
tants of the patches.“ It is curious to notes 
in this connection that those who afterwards 
become most rabid in their denunciations of 
the crowding are those who have at some 
time or another been guilty of the crowding 
themselves. Every s ye during the last 
two years the health officers have hada 

t deal of trouble in the Italian and Polish 
patches.“ Some of the most violent of 
Tommy Morgan’s lieutenants are of the na- 
tionalities named. Those fellows whom the 
law could not cureof their bad habits are 
probably logical in seeking the abrogation of 
the law as useless. That is no reason why 
others should follow their bad example. One 
thing Mr. Morgan should practice a little— 
that is truth-telling. It isa social virtue. 
Lying is a vice which even Socialists should 
not indulge in.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Protecting the Rights of American Fishing 
Vessels—The Copper Production. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 19.—Acting 
Secretary Fairchild has issued a circular to 
customs officers promulgating the recent act 
of Congress authorizing the President to 
protect the rights of American fishing ves- 
seis, American fishermen, and American 
trading and other vessels in certain cases, 
etc., and the act relating to the importing 
and landing of mackerel during the spawn- 
ing season, and calling particular attention 
to their provisions. 

THE PRODUCTION OF COPPER. 

Mr. Charles Kirchhoff, agent of the United 
States Geological Survey, has prepared for 
the division of mining statistics of that 
bureau the following statement concerning 
the copper production of 1886: 

The total production of the year was 156,873,421 

unds of domestic copper, produced as follows: 

ake Superior, 79,728,838; Arizona, 15,657,085; 
Montana, 57,611,621; New Mexico, 558,385; Cali- 
fornia, 430,210; Colorado, 409,306; Utah, 300,000; 
Nevada, 50,000; Maine, New Hampshire, and Ver- 
mont, 315,719; Southern States, 29,811; lead de 
silverizers, etc., 1,282,496 pounds. Total domestic 
copper, 156,383,421 pounds; from imported pyrites 
and ores, 4,500; total, including copper 
from imported pyrites, 160,875,421 pounds, 
Not less than 136,820,443 pounds were 
turned out by American refining works, includ- 
ing a small quantity of blister exported as such, 
and small amounts of unrefined copper going di- 
rectly to consumers. Deducting from this the 
exports, 19,504,087 pounds, there remains over 
117,000,000 pounds available for home consump- 
tion, of which about 64,000,000 pounds came from 
Lake Superior.and the balance, 53,000,000 pounds, 
from other sources. The important features in 
the copper trade of the United States in 1886 
have been the continued increase in the output 
of Lake Superior and the falling off of Arizona 
and Montana; the sh decline in the quanti- 
ties exported, and, above all, the notable in- 
crease in the quantity of copper which sought the 
more remunerative home market. Coupled with 
this ey to overstock the home trade in the 
face ofa declining output, is the important fact 
that the quantity of miscellaneous es has 
improved, and that consumers have learned.to 
better utilize relatively lower des of copper. 
While the local supply ‘has increased the con- 
sumption in this country has, on the other hand, 
developed a gain in the most satisfactory man- 
ner.

will absolutely prohibit April 13, 1887, all silver 
foreign coins from entering any of its custom- 
houses or post-offices. All such coins will be re- 
turned to the place whence they came, unless 
fraudulently entered, when they will be confis- 
cated. 

The Acting-Secretary of the Treasury has 
requested the Secretary of State to inform him 
to whom shall be paid the sum of €147,748 appro- 
priated at the last session of Congress to indem- 
nify Chinese subjects for losses sustained during 
the riots at Rock Springs, Wyo. T., in 1885. The 
act provides that the money shall be paid to the 
Chinese Government, by which it is to be dis- 
tributed among the sufferers in its discretion. It 
is probable that the money will be turned over 
to the Chinese Minister at Washington as the 
legai representative of the Chinese Government. 

The Treasury Department has issued a cir- 
cular to National ana State banks in regard to 
indorsement and payment of interest checks 
which provides thatin all cases in which socie- 
‘ties and lodges hold United States bonds in the 
name of trustees, proper evidence of their elec- 
tion must be filed in the office ofthe First 
Auditor, and that the certificates of authority for 
the indorsement and collection of interest checks 
must be from all the ‘trustees and not from the 
society or lodge. The circular says that the 
proper indorsement of interest checks is impor- 
tant and should be known to conform to the 
Treasury rules before payment,

RICHMOND HOTEL. 


The Firemen Pouring Water Upon the Pile 
Preparatory to Searching for Bodies— 
The Remains of One Man Discovered— 
The List of the Dead Increased to Six— 

2 Persons Missing and Twenty-six 
Injured—Condition of Those in the Hos- 
pital. 

Bury, N. V., March 19.—The ruins of the 
Richmond Hotel presented a dismal spectacle 
this morning, and crowds continued to gath- 
er in the vicinity. The firemen were still en- 
gaged in wetting down the ruins, preparatory 
to making a search for bodies known to be 
somewhere under the débris, if not entirely 
destroyed. The body of Henry B. Rumsey of 
New York, who died at the Fitch Hoapital at 
1:45 o’clock this morning, was given in charge 
of his brother-in-law, E. C. Edgerton of Fort 
Wayne, anda friend, Edwin Mead Jr., of 
New York.

It appears from 
these documents that during the year end- 
ing March 1 910 building permits were is- 
sued, representing a value of $1,502,605. The 
total receipts from licenses, other than sa- 
loon licenses, were $14,610, showing an in- 
crease of 14 per cent over lasttyear. 

The water rents for the year have amounted 
to $39,000. The amount of water pumped was 
1,166,451,100 gallons, the amount of coal con- 
sumed 2,328,000 pounds, and the cost of run- 
ning the water-works $8,412. The cost of 
pumping each million ons was $8.06, 
against $11.85 the year fore. The town

A 1787 Copper Cent. 

Kansas City (Mo.) Tunes, Mr. William Dunlop 
has 1n his possession what he believes to be the 
oldest coin in the United States. It is a penny 
of the issue of 1787, and the smoothness of its 
surface shows that it has gone through about as 


many ups and downs as a coin may be supposed 
to experience in a century. It was ewer ge to 
Mr. Dunlop yesterday by Mr. W. S. Wetzell, who 
brought it from Great Falls, M. T., where he 
found it under very peculiar circumstances. 
While working in a sawpit several weeks ago Mr. 
Wetzell saw the coin lying in the sawdust which 
covered the ground. The mark of a saw tooth 
led him to the conclusion thatit had just been 
disinterred from the heart of a log. This led to 
further speculation, and for want of a better 
explanation he attributed its discovery 2,000 
miles from the colonial shore to the trappers or 
Indians. How it got in the tree, though, he did 
not attempt to explain. The coin is of copper 
and about the size of a25-cent piece. On its face 
is a sun shining on a dial, and under the latter 
the kindly advice, the observation of which is 
said to make men Vanderbilts, Mind your own 
business.“ On one side is the date “ 1787" and 
on the other the word Fugio.“ Around the 
edge of the reverse side are thirteen mngs linked, 
emblematic of the union of the colonies, and in 
the centre the words We are one.“ Surround- 
ing this are the words United States.” Mr. 
Dunlop A made a search of works on 
old coins, but could find nothing but a mere ref- 
erence to the coin. There is said to be one other 
penny of that date in New York. '

HE DISCUSSES THE INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE LAW. 


His Address Before the Commercial Club of 
Boston—A Defense of His Policy as Pres- 
ident of the Union Pacific Precedes the 
Consideration of the New Law—The Pro- 
hibition of Passes and the Long and 
Short Haul Clause Approved—The Non- 
Pooling Clause Condemned. 

ing to the announcement that one of the most 

interesting topics of the times—the Inter- 

State Commerce bill—was to be discussed at 

the regula: monthly dinner at the Commer- 

cial Club at the Parker House this afternoon 
there wasalarge attendance of members. 

Mr. William Whitman presided, and when 

the feast was over he introduced Mr. Charles 

Francis Adams, formerly Chairman of the 

Massachusetts Railroad Commission and 

now the President of the Union Pacific Rail- 

road, who made the following address: 

The Inter-State Commerce bill must, to my 
mind, be looked upon from two points of view by 
those responsible for the management of every 
railroad affected by it. In the first place we 
have to remember that we represent corpora- 
tions the creatures of the State and as such sub- 
ject to the laws of the State. In the second place 
we must, if we can, give to the various provis- 
ions of the act some interpretation at once con- 
sistent and intelligible. Looked at from the 
first point of view I have no hesitation in saying 
that above all else it is for the companies to give 
to this law, as to all other laws, a full, fair. and 


honest trial. Either the law with its provisions 
. a good law or it is 
aw. 


own 
it will found to be like most. mortal 
things, @ mixture of good and bad. But even 
supposing it to be wholly bad, there is an old 
adage to which I remember Gen. Grant gave 
great currency a few years ago, to the effect that 
the best way to repeal a bad law is to exécute it. 
Speaking, therefore, for myself, I will say at 
once that the order given both to the legal and 
to the operating departments of the Union 
Pacific has been that a fair, honest, intelligent, 
and reasonable interpretation should be given to 
every provision of the Inter-State Commerce act; 
thatit should be fully and fairly carried into 
effect, and the results leit to speak for them- 
selves. And this it seems to me should be the posi- 
tion of all the railroads in the country. Any at- 
tempt to evade the law would also be as mis- 
taken as would be any attempt to make its pro- 
Visions unnecessarily odious, ~ 
The next question relates to the practical 
working of the law. As respects this I find my- 
self somewhat peculiarly placed, and I must 
crave your indulgence for a few moments while 
I say a word of myself and my own record. As 
many of you know I have been on both sides of 
this discussion. Ten ofthe best and most active 
working years of my life I passed as a 
Commissioner of Massachusetts. I myself 
framed many of the provisions the familiar word- 
ing of which I now recognize in the Inter-State 
Commerce act. For the last few years I have 
been on the other side of the question, directly 
representing and responsible for one of the on 
lroad corporations of the country. t 


has been alleged, and not infrequent- 
ly flung in my _ face, that my views 
and record as Railroad Commissioner 


are very different from my views and record as a 
railroad President. This I emphatically deny. 
The charge is made by those who are always 
ready to avail themselves of a ready and easy 
sneer, but who are usually and im this case 
totally re of the facts of which they — 
talk. Since I have been arailroad President 
have seen no cause to revise in any essential re- 
spect the views I expressed as Railroad Commis- 
sioner. My record on this subject is a tolerably: 
open one, I challenge any one to confront me 
with it. For many years now I have been more 
or less conversant with the method of conducting 
railroad business. Iam no more familiar with it 
since I have become a railroad Presi- 
dent than I was before. Meanwhile, as the 
President of a railroad corporation, I have not 
understood that I was put where I am to in- 
dulge in any quixotiqcrusade at the expense of. 
my stockholders ainst abuses which I well 
knew to exist. Those abuses were the growth of 
time. It will take time to remedy them. I have’ 
never defended them; I do not now defend them. 
I have done my best to cut some of them up; but 
my position has been in no respect unusual. Let 
me find an illustration eisewhere. Itso chances, 
as a political economist, that I am a free-trader 
ina protection country. Does any one, there- 
fore. suppose that because I am a free-trader I. 
would today make free trade the rule in the“ 
United States? So doing, had I the power, 
would be an act of folly. For years the coun- 
try has been accustomed to other cons 
ditions, and it will take years before those con- 
ditions can be radically changed. The process 
of change to be healthy must always be slow. 
Revolutions are necessarily destructive. So it is 
with the railroad system. The whole busmess 
interests of the country, ag they today exist, have 
been developed by it. ose business interests 
represent facts. To radically, and violently. 
and suddenly change those facts, either bylaw 
of Co ss or by an act of a railroad President, 
would lead to incalculable mischief and disaster, 
public and private. If, therefore, holding myself 
to be a species of crusader bound to remedy all 
the ills that railroad flesh is heir to, I had as- 


sumed that the Union Pacific had 
been put in my hands to experiment 
with, and had immediately gone to work 


to remedy out of hand every railroad abuse I 
came across, what would have been the result? 
I should simply have shown that I was unfit to 
abuse. Time is the great healer. I 
therefore frankly Say that today and every day 
since I have been President of u railroad com- 
pany I have gone on, and gone on from necessity, 
seeing those abuses I had denounced practiced 
under me, and yet powerless to heal them, except 
slowly and acting in concert with others. I do 
not believe the Augean stables were cleansed in 
a — and Iam no Hercules either. But leaving 
all this, and coming down to immediate ques- 
tions connected with the. Inter-State Commerce 
bill, there are three features of that bill which 


remedy an 


excite es ialcomment. These are: 
First—What is known as the long and short 
haul. 


Second—The prohibition of all rebates, draw- 
backs, and secret arrangements with shippers. 

Third—The prohibition of pooling. 

I think I may say, as Railroad Commissioner, I 
was almost the father of what is known as the 
long and short haulclause. Therefore, lam by 
no means prepared to admit that the Inter-State 
Commerce bill is likely to produce any serious 
or injurious results when it says that no railroad 
company shall charge more for a longer haul 
than it does for a shorter haul which 
is included in the longer haul under conditions 
substantially the same. I want to see this pro- 
vision of the act brought into practical operation. 
Jam not afraid of it. It is substantially just; 
and where a thing is substantially just it is right; 
and where it is mght it should be law. But itis 
unnecessary to say that the whole question will 
come up for decision on the scope to be given to 
those five words, “Under conditions substan- 
tially the same.“ In them there is much labor 
cut out for the commission, and they are big with 
litigation for the courts and fees for the lawyers. 

As respects the next debated provision—that 
prohibiting rebates, drawbacks, and secret ar- 
rangements—I do not hesitate to put myself on 
record as 2 that this is right and should be 
law, and if it has not been law before I am 
glad it is now. No one has suffered more than 
the railroads 
of rebates and drawbacks and secret ar- 
rangements. It has been a crying wrong. 
It should have been remedied years ago. It is 
well that itis about to be remedied now. 
as one phase of this question comes up the mat- 
ter of free passes. As respects them I have long 
been on record. I hold that the free-pass system 
on the railroads of this country is an out- 
ragecus abuse and that the most radical 
remedy should be applied to it. I 
think, if the most radical remedy were applied, 
nothing but good would flow erefrom.' How 
absurd it is that whole classes of persons should 
habitually travel for nothing, while others are 
compelled to pay. Neither would any human 
being fina fault with a positive prohibition of the 
system of free transportation; provided that 
every one knew that his neighbor paid as well as 
himself none would find fault. I have, there- 
fore, done the little I.could te get the railroads 
to seize this great opportunity to get rid of an 
abuse the magnitude of which few people realize. 
Unfortunately a loop-hole for escape is left open, 
and I fear that the railroads, unequal to the oc- 
casion, will avail themselves of it. The law ap- 
plies only to travel between the States. Travel 
limited to any single State is not affected by it. 
It is in the power, therefore, of railroad wy — 
tions operating lines between States and Terri- 
tories to issue any number of passes they see fit, 
provided only that they read “good be- 
tween ints in such and such a State. or 
in suc and such a Territory.“ It is a 
mean and contemptible evasion. Nevertheless 
it is a legal evasion, and I have small hope that 
the railroad companies will have the wisdom not 
to avail themselves of it. Thus, so far as two of 
the three great features of this law are con- 
cerned, I have found little in it to criticise. 

I come now to the third feature—the prohibi- 
tion of pooling—and in this respect the law seems 
to me to be radically bad. Why, gentlemen, 
what is railroad pooling? Itis simply a check, 
and not a very effective one, which is put 
upon the great law of the survival of the 
fittest. Under the working of an unrestrained 
competition the weaker is systematically driven 
to the wall. When, in the case of railroads, the 
driving to the wall process of destruction has 
been carried far enough, the weaker is absorbed 
by those methods with which we are so very 
familiar into the strong. The — assimilates 
the weaker; he makes it a part of himself—the 
lamb lies down inside of the lion. What is this 
but pooling in its final shape? That is, the pool 
here consists of all the parties united into 
one whole, not now a weak whole, 
in which the law of competition has certain ef- 
fect, as under our pooling organizations, but in 
one consolidated, combin whole, subject to 
one law, and freed entirely from competition. 
In inserting this anti-pooling clause, fore, 
the framers of the Inter-State Commerce act 
have done the very thing which they meant not 
to do. Instead of insuring competition they in- 
sure consolidation. This is just as inevitable as 
fate.

FANNING THE HAMMER. 


A Quick and Accurate Way of Filling Your 
Enemy with Lead. 

Santa Fé Letter in the New York Sun: 
Harry H. Whitehill, ex-Sheriff of Grant 
County and formerly of New York City, was 
in Santa Fé during much of the legislative 
session just closed trying to pass a bill creat- 
ing Logan County out of the County of Grant. 
It took the measure three weeks to die of ex- 


haustion, and as Mr. Whitehill had little to 
do except watch it he was never too 1 
chat about the West or ask questions about 
his old friends in the East. During a long 
conversation today he remarked: 

It's funny, but every tenderfoot thinks 
that all cowboys ere! double-acting, or, as 
some call them, self-cocking revolvers. 
There was a time when those weapons were 
in high favor, but the cowboys soon found 
that they were positively unhandy, instead 
of being a help to a man in a hurry. Now 
9 pistols are boycotted. I'll bet 
that four-fifths of the cowboys in this Terri- 
tory have gone back to the old-style single- 

pistol. Two years ago everybody had 
a 1 le- acting ‘gun,’ and wouldn't have any 
other. 

‘Why? Don’t they like the new style?” 

„No. They discovered that, try as they 
would, they could not avoid deflecting the 
muzzle of the pistol to the right while pullin 
the trigger to raise the hammer. You sée, a 
the r is applied from the right-hand side 
of the trigger, where you put your finger in. 
Now, when you pull the trigger for the com- 
paratively long period necessary to get the 
double-acting hammer up to the point where 
the spring is released, and it falls, you insen- 
sibly put a heavy pressure on the right-hand 
side, and can’t help slightly swaying the 
muzzle in that direction. When the double- 
<_<. were in style here we used to no- 
tice t five out of every six men who got 
shot were wounded in the left side. Of 
these, about one-half were snot so far to the 
left that the ball simply grazed their ribs 
Another large percentage were shot on 
the inner side of the leftarm. Now the cow- 
11 — himself on hitting the dead centre 
of opponent. It is always his wish to put 
the ball right at the juncture of the ribs above 
the stomach.

Do all cowboys adopt this plan!“ 

„O0, no. Most of them cock the pistol with 
the left forefinger, but some prefer to leave 
the trigger free and with each shot apply the 
slight pressure of the right forefinger neces- 
sary to discharge the weapon. There. is no 
pressure to speak of on the trigger, however, 
and the aim is never spoiled. With a hair 
trigger you have only to hold the gun 
straight and you’ll get there. When I was 
Sheriff down in Grant I always went around 
with my trigger tied back, and I never 
carried a self-cocker. Yet I could shoot as 
quick as any man. If I badn't 1 
would not be here now. There's Pat 
Garrett, who used to be Sheriff of Lincoln 
County, which he is now trying to cut in half 
so as to make Pecos County. He never car- 
ried. anything but a single-acting gun, yet 
when he shot Billy the Kid he put two balls 
side by side into Billy’s heart before the body 
struck the floor. The first shot killed Billy, 


‘but Pat wasn't taking any chances, and he 


was working his — for all it was worth. 
Now, that second ball had to follow pretty 
close after the first in order to get to the 
same spot before Billy dropped, didn’t it? 
That shows what a good man with a good 
single-acting pistol could do.“ 

So you would just as lieve put your single- 
acting pistol against the new style?” 

„Why, yes. When I tried to arrest a fel- 
low in Grant one day he came on me sudden- 
ly, and got the drop with a double-acting 
pistol. But his ball went under my left arm 
without doing more than scratching. Of 
course I went back at him as quick as the 
Lord would letme, and got there. Now you 
see why I have a poor opinion of double-act- 
ing pistols. That fellow never.missed a man 
before, and if he had had his old gun I would 


have been dead now.“ 


People out here are good judges of weap- 


ons, then!“ 
"Are they? Well, you can depend upon it 
that we know weapons when we get 
4 can’t go on a ranch 
and give away a 44-calibre pistol.” 

“ Why? Because they are too small!“

ion francs from a Lew assessment tax on per- 
sonal property, 70,000,000 francs from a sur- 
tax of 2 francs per hectolitre on alcohol, and 
20,000,000 francs from the surtax on cereals.

TORY SOLIDITY AS SHOWN BY THE 
Fine SKIRMISH. 


The Lack of Harmony Among the Glad- 
stonians—A Rigid Coercion Measure 
Sure to Be Introduced—Father Keller 
Committed for Contempt of Court—Con- 
sideration of the Affairs of the Knights 
of Labor by the Vatican—Cardinal Tasch~ 
ereau Inducted Into His Titular Church. 


Loxpon, March 19.—[New York Mail and 
Cable. ]|—With the passing last night 

of the first of the new rules of procedure re- 
lating to closure in the House of Commons 


the preliminary skirmishing in Parhament is 
over. The great battle of the parties will 
open in earnest next Tuesday, when Mr. 
Smith will move urgency for the Crimes bill. 
This is sure to make a fight, unless the hope- 
lesness of their cause may deter the Opposi- 


test. The Government has good reason 
to be confident of its ability to 
carry its coercion measure by a large 
majority. The collapse of the negotiations 
for reunion between Mr. Gladstoue and Mr. 
Chamberlain has had the effect of cementing 
the bonds which unite the Liberal-Unionists 


already diminshed strength of the Gladston- 
ians and leaves them without a shadow of 
hope in the present conflict. The Govern- 
ment majority was not ably displayed in last 
night’s debate. Mr. Dillon, on moving to call 
dattention to the arrest of Father Keller, got 
only thirty Gladstonian members to support 
his appeal, and on the division every 
prominent Gladstonian abstained from vot- 
ing. No more manifest proof could have 
been given of the want of harmony between 
the Gladstonians and the Parneilites. The 
division on the closure rule showed the 
same solid phalanx of Conservatives and the 
same absence of Gladstonians. The party 
appears to be either disheartened or indiffer- 
ent. In either case the effect is the same in 
giving the Salisbury Ministry a walkover in 

e Commons. The Government is now 80 
secure of the aid of the Unionists that it will 
hazard a stronger Coercion bill than it at 
first intended to introduce. The ‘originally 
mild bill has been transformed into an ag- 
gressive and uncompromising measure 
which aims at the suppression of the 
Irish National League, the suspension 
of seditious newspapers, and the 
alteration of the method of selectin 
juries for the trial of traversers and plan-of- 
campai agents. Briefly, the bill as now 
modeled combines the worst provisions of 
the Crimes act of 1882, which Mr. Gladstone 
introduced and had sed, in spite of Par- 
nellite and Tory obstruction, after the 
Phoenix Park murder of Lord Frederick Cav- 
endish and Mr. Burke May 6 of that year 
and of the Coercion act, or Irish Land act, of 
1870, which was carried through by the Lib- 
erals in Mr. Gladstone’s first administration. 
The Parnellites declare that the Governmeut 
will never dare to use the full powers to be 
conferred on it by this bill, if it obtains its 
enactment, and t anv attempt to do 
80 cause a terrific outburst of 
indignation and rebellion by the pop 
ulace throughout Ireland. Secret societiés are 
already formed, they assert, in view of the 
probable necessity for united action, and are 
actively preparing to resist, by every possi- 
ble means, every endeavor that the Govern- 
ment may make to enforce the provisions of 
the bill. Mr. Gladstone has written a re- 
view of the Greville memoirs, and in it will

In countries like America, 
where Protestants and Catholics necessarily mix 
together, it may be advisable to grant great lib- 
erty and [og ren See what independence 
is enjoyed by Armenian and other Oriental Cath- 
olics, The primate of the Pope must be upheld, 
but the church may develop various manners.

Shot the Premier’s Daughter. 

San Francisco, Cal, March 19.—The 
steamer Alameda arrived from Sydney to- 
day and brought: reports that an. attempt 
was made to assasinate the Premier of the 
Tonga Island (the Rev. Shirley Baker), his 
son, and daughter, the evening of Jan. 13, 
while they were out driving. Several men, 
white and native, fired upon them, wounding 
the daughter. Seven hundred native war- 
riors attempted to lynch the suspected par. 
ties, but were dissuaded by Mr. Baker. e 
trouble was owing to religious quarrels be- 
tween different sects. Mr. Baker charges 
the adherents of Mr. Moulton, one of the 
missionaries, with inciting the war. Great 
excitement prevailed at last accounts and 
Mr. Baker was barricaded in the King’s 
palace.

Cardinal Taschereau Installed as Pastor of 
His Titular Church. 

Rome, March 19.—[Special Cable. Car- 
dinal Taschereau was installed today as pas- 
tor of the Church of Santa Maria della Vit- 
toria. The cereniony attending the installa- 
tion was very impressive, and was witnessed 
by an immense congregation. Besides Car- 
dinal Gibbons and the clergy attached to the 
church there were present within the sanctu- 
ary proper many other Cardinals and digni- 
taries of the church. The procession was 
made up of visiting prelates, the secular and 
regular clergy, and students of the different 
colleges. Cardinal Taschereau was invested 
in his magna cappa, and was fol- 
lowed by his attending priests and train- 
bearers. While the procession was entering 
the church the choristers chanted a grand 
march, Which was continued until his Emi- 
nence reached the throne prepared for nim 
at the left of the main altar. An interesting 
ritual followed, during which an official of 
the Vatican clothed in a violet robe ascended 
the throne, and presented his Eminence with 
a bull in which the Pope conferred on him 
the title of the Church of Santa Maria della 
Vittoria. After the bull had been read the 
delegate addressed the Cardinal in a few 
words appropriate to the occasion. His Emi- 
nence replied, thanking the Holy Father and 
the messeger, after which his Eminence em- 
braced all of the priests and others who 
knelt before him. very one then arosé, 
while the organ burst forth in a grand Te 
Deum, at the conclusion of which his Emi- 
nence advanced to the main altar and rever- 
ently kissed the table. This conclud- 

the ceremony. During the after- 
noon his Eminence received a lar 
number of Protestants and Catholics in the 
rectory. The Pope has awarded Cardinal 
Taschereau two prothonotaries, two cham- 
berlains, three household prelates, and two 
Knight Commanders of the Order of St 
Gregory. It is understood that Cardinal Gib- 
bons wiil receive the same appointments, but 
he will not ask for the Knight Commanders.

THE CELEBRATION OF KAISER WILL- 
IAM’S NINETIETH BIRTHDAY. 


Berlin Full of Titled Personages Assembled 
to Do Honor to the Emperor—The Dec- 
orations of the City—The Approaching 
Queen’s Jubilee Celebration in England 
—Peculiarities of Her Majesty That Al- 
most Suggest Dementia—Current Talk 
in Theatrical Circles. 

Bntux, March 19.—{Special Cable.]—Ber- 
lin, in fact all Germany, spent the week en- 
thusiastically preparing to celebrate the Em- 
peror’s 90th birthday. Wednesday came the 
Crown Prince of Austria, tomorrow comes 
the Prince of Wales. Between these two 


distinguished arrivals have come a bewilder- 


ing number of brilliantly uniformed and won- 
derfully titled royalties and semi-royalties 
from all parts of Europe—in all eighty-five of 
them, including several such minor reigning 
Kings as Roumania and Saxony, who either 
are or will be here with the great Princes, 
Dukes, Archdukes, and Archduchesses who 
are here in such numbers that one expects to 
see over the doors of the various palaces a 
notice that only Kings need apply. 
The Princes and Royal Highnesses 
alone would make a_ considerable 
party among themselves. Such an assem- 
blage of titled personages has never in re- 
cent years gotten together in Berlin. Already 
the noses have been counted and the best 
authorities say with pride that there are five 
more royalties here this time than ever be- 
tore, every one of them, too, interesting in 
inheriting the divine right to be blown up by 
Nihilists, but ad interim to wear a multitude 
of orders and much gold lace and many un- 
wieldy titles. It strikes an American as a 
waste of force to get together here sucha 
number of royalties that minor personages 
areentirely lost ina blaze of higher titles. 
The least among the Princesses who are here 
and hide their diminshed heads would, in 
America, fill half a continent with their 
glory. Special messengers are also coming 
from several courts to bear the good wishes 
of their masters to the Emperor. Among 
them is Gen. Cordova, who brings what is to 
be yo is not an autograph letter from the 
little King of Spain. 

The program of the festivities does not in- 
clude so rr ged public events as would be the 
the case if the Emperor were younger. The 
morning of the birthday there will be a recep- 
tion in the palace which will literally include 
only the Princes. The Emperor is expected 
to receive the guests himself, but, if tired of, 
this reception, he will retire to the White 
Room and leave the castle to the care of the 
Crown Prince, who will have not only the 
Princes but several hundred of lesser lights 
on his hands. Dinners, banquets, and 
receptions which occur during the 
wee are almost ad nauseam; but 
the Kaizer will, as a rule, delegate 
such matters to the Crown Prince— 
not from illness or weakness, as witness 
the following details of. the Kaizer’s work 
last Wedn y—but because aged men 
whose lives are of great importance to the 
world cannot afford to risk overexertion. 
Take the court report for Wednesday as 
showing the Emperor’s general health. Hof- 
marschell Graf Perpoucher brought various 
papers for the imperial signature; afterward 
the Major-General Workmeister and other 
high officials discussed with the Emperor and 
Minister of War various changes in the army. 
In the afternoon Prince Leopold Fugger of 
Babenhaussen and Erbgross Herzog of Old- 
enberg had audiences, and, not exhausted by 
seeing persons of such names and titles, the 
Emperor m the evening held a 
musical soirée of 200 people. This 
day’s work, which is not exceptional, 
seems to indicate the strength to survive 
even such birthday festivities as are before 
the Emperor. In this city the birthday will 
be observed asa holiday. Everywhere the 
city will be illuminated. The electric light 
will be used on a really magnificent scale in 
all great open places. Great torchlight pro- 
cessions and a general gathering of students’ 
societies from all of Germany, open 
meetings of allthe great learned societies, 
are a few among the many ways in which the 
day will be celebrated. All the innumerable 
vereins, or unions; all schools, universities, 
and corporations will take part in one way or 
another in the celebrations which, beginning 
tomorrow, culminate Tuesday. 

Where Berlin will put all. the visitors who 
are expected to crowd here next.week is not 
quite easy to be seen. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that at least the higher-classed royal- 
ties will not be forced to sleep in doors or on 
the floors of the imperial palaces, as may oc- 


i cur to less distinguished guests at the hotels. 


Among the men whom not even the imperial 
birthday will tempt to remain in Berlin is Dr. 
Junker, Emin Bey’s. friend. Wednesday 
night Junker described to an audience of the 
most learned scientific men in Berlin his ad- 
ventures in Africa. The story was told 
with a powerful — which 
greatly affected his hearers, leaving a 
vivid impression as to the dangers and priva- 
tions that the Emin was exposedto. After 
the lecture the principal learned societies of 
Berlin joined in giving Junker a great din- 
ner, at which I noticed chiefly a great number 
of well-known men present, and the great 
enthusiasm with which the Emperor’s toasts 
were drank. Africa was also received with 
sufficient enthusiasm to tempt Bismarck to 
further annexations. 

It is rumored that Junker, after returning 
to Russia, will go again to Africa under the 
matron of rmapy, more especially of 

smarck. 

Three days of snow and cold weather de- 
layed street decorations somewhat. This 
evening’s clearer sky, however, set ag one 
to work so e ly, making up for lost time, 
that a promenader along the main street was 
forced to spend much of his time dodging 
ladders. ‘‘ Unter den Linden“ is already 
gay with flags and evergreens. The acade 
opposit the Kaiser’s palace has eight ta 
flagstaffs rising from the sidewalks. At 
their bases stand tall statues ot German 
knights, looking like marble but made of 
wood. The whole front is already draped with 
red cloth and many flags. The imperial palace 
shows no signs of preparation beyond two 
big gaspipes running to the top of the build- 
ings, from the sides of which gas designs of 
crowns, etc., have to spout. Frederick’s 
statue, between the palace and the academy, 
is surrounded by an oblong line of many- 
colored glass globes gayly decked. Further 
down the Linden the Crown Prince’s palace 
is first to show signs of decoration. Many 
flag-poles project from the roof and electric 
arc lights are hanging from them. All

THE QUEEN’S JUBILEE. 


Victoria’s Eccentricities Provoking More 
and More Comment. 

Lonvon, March 19.— [Special Cable.]—The 
mental peculiarities of the Queen are becom- 
ing a general topic of conversation, and the 
opinion that she is demented is freely ex- 
pressed now in quarters where it would have 
been scouted a year ago.

Another costume popular with young ladies 
is a kilted skirt and Grecian drapery of 
checked English homespun in several colors, 
handsomely blended. The postilion basque, 
as severe in shape and finish as that of an 
English riding-habit, is made of plain écru 
pilot cloth or English armure, with finely- 
stitched edges and a row of small bronze and 
enamel buttons up the front. The sleeves 
button up the back to the elbow.

In darker colors 
boplin · is not too dressy for afternoon uses, 
being atthe same time as durable as any 
material manufactured, not excepting the 
homely homespun or serge fabrics.
